HIGH MOUNT. 


Mizzeneoff Draws a Graphic 
Pen Picture. 


A Ferocious Hand-to-Hand 
Conflict With Japs. 


Remarkable Incident of Flag- 
bearers, Bravery.

CHEFOO, Dec. 18.—{By Asiatic Ca- 
ble.] For ferocity and sustained des- 
peration on both sides, the struggle 
for the possession of High Hill, which 
they call 203-Meter Hill, was 
probably the most remarkable in the 
bistory of the siege of Port Arthur— 
a siege noted for slaughter. ‘This 
Statement is based on an interview 
which the correspondent of the Asso- 
clated Press had with Commander 
Mizzeneoff, executive officer of the bat- 
tleship Poltava up to the time that 
vessel was disarmed, and who, as al- 
ready told, headed the party of seven 
Khussians who left Port Arthur in a 
sailboat December 15, and, after ex- 
treme suffering while crossing in a 
driving snowstorm, arrived here De- 
cember 16, bearing dispatches which 
were turned over to the Russian Con- 
sul for transmission to St. Peters- 
burg.

Misseneoff, who was 
wounded in the leg during the battle 
of High Hill, said to the Associated 
Press co ndent:

continuous. The steep and sandy 
siopes of the hill were streaked and 
dotted with snow when the Japanese 
Legan the battle, which was destined 
to furnish so many deeds of heroism 
that they became commonplace. There 
was so much slaughter that even Port 
Artbur’s war-hardened veterans shud- 
dered at the sight. 

“The Japanese were compelled to 
clamber up the slopes of the hill, in 
many cases without firing. in the face 
of one of the most murderous deluges 
ever poured from rifies and machime 
guns. I was there, and it seeemd to 
me that flesh and blood would be un- 
able to stand our fire for a minute. 

“The enemy went down in squads 
and companies, but always there were 
others grimly coming forward. Their 
bravery was beyond praise as was that 
ef our own men. Sometimes the fight- 
ing was hand to hand with the muz- 
zles of the rifles at the breasts of the 
combatants the bayonets being used 
ax swords. . 

“The sides of the hill were strewn 
with bodies, and the snow was crim- 
roned with the blood of the wounded, 
anne of whom had crawled in it, seek- 
n 
dying agonies. 

“Eventually, as in similar instances 
which were to follow, we retired, leav-

“One incident of this 
remain forever impressed on my mind. 
When the Japanese standard-bearer 
reached the summit and planted his 
flag, a gigantic Russian corporal, with 
an angry cry, left his retreating com- 
rades, and, rushing back, seized the 
Japanese flag, which he was tearing 
with his hands and with his teeth 
when he fell, pierced with several bul- 
lets. When the Japanese retired un- 
der an artillery fire, the Russians re- 
eccupied the summit. 

“The second and third assaults were 
replicas of the first, although the sec- 
ond was the most ferocious, being near. 
ly all hand-to-hand fighting, in which 
mercy was neither asked nor given 
RUSH TO STANDARD-BEARERS. 

“A remarkable incident occurred in 
the third assault, as the Russians, 
stil] facing the enemy, retreated. A 
Japanese standard-bearer, holding his 
fag aloft, climbed the pinnacle and 
fell dead, clutching the colors. In his 
tracks another arose with the col 
ors, only to fall instantly with a dozen 
wounds in his body. Six others fo!l- 
lowed, and met the same fate. At last, 
when the ninth man appeared, a Rus- 
sian officer exclaimed: ‘Don't shoot 
that fellow with the flag-—it will be 
planted anyhow.’ 

“The Japanese adopted a curious ex- 

ent which assisted them greatly 
in the third assault. They Sad pre- 
pared huge les of wood, coal and 
cornstaliks which they ignited, the 
wind being in the faces of the Rus- 
sians. resultant fire was im- 
mense, and the flames and smoke com- 
pelled the Russians to retire. The 
red glare from this fire disclosed a 
ghastly picture, more infernal than 
ever dreamed of by Dante. 
“The assaults thus far hed cost the 
Japanese easily twelve thousand men, 
while our own were under two thous- 
and. The sides of the hill were liter- 
ally covered with dead and wounded. 
The trenches were rivulets of blood, 
and every visible spot was dyed crim- 


son. 

“*We might retake the hill,’ sald 
Gen, 8 l, ‘but the hill is not of 
sufficie portance to justify further 
sacrifice.’

MYSTERY OF A CORPSE. 


Nude Body of a Young Woman Found 
on Mount Cutler—indications of 
Poisoning. 

[BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.) 
COLORADO SPRINGS (Colo.) Dec. 
18.—The nude body of a white woman, 
who is believed to have been r- 
dered, has been found on Mount Cut- 
ler by two residents of this city Who 
were surveying. The body was lying 
face downward across a log. An at- 
tempt to destroy the features and pre- 
vent identification by burning had 
been made. Near the body was found 
a few hairpins, and an empty bottle 
that had contained gasoline, but every 
stitch of clothing had been removed. 
The body is that of a girl about 18 


years of age, 5 feet in height and 
veighing about 125 pounds. It rs 
every indication of refinement. The 


fingers have signs of rings having been 
worn, but no trace of jewelry could be 
found upon the girl. The head, shoul- 
ders and portions of the breast were 
badly burned, but the hair had 
burned so slightly that it wae only 
partially destroyed. That which is 
left is of a light brown color, and 
would indicate that the deceased was 
an blonde. The left upper cuspid tooth, 
being the third from the center, wears 


a gold crowm 

There is every indication that the 
young woman died of poison. The 
theory most favored by the officers 
is that the girl was a visiter, prob- 
ably from the East, and faving beer 
led astray by some man, was induced 
to accompany him for an outing, and 
was killed means of a poisoned 
lunch. 

A reward for the recovery of the 
girl’s clothing or any part that will 
lead to her identification has been of- 
fered by the authorities. A post-mortem 
examination will be made tomorrow. 

From the appearance of the body 
death occurred about a week or ten 
days ago. The body has been placed 
in the hands of Coroner Law. who will 
empanel a jury tomorrow. Detectives 
@re at work on the case.

Gen, Stoessel Reports Events at

Several.of Their Violent, Assaults. 
‘The Bloodiest Days. =

T. PETERSBURG, Dec. 18.— 
S [By Atlantic  Cabdle.] Gen. 

Stoessel's dispatches to the 
peror, which were received Friday 
night, were given out today. The first 
is dated November 25, and is as fol- 
lows: 
“| am happy to inform Your Majesty 
that, on November 20, after an in- 
creased bombardment, the Japanese 
attacked one of the forts on the 
northeastern front, and attempted to 
leap with.a portion of the forces on 
the parapet. They were annihilated 
by rifle fire and the bayonet, and 
thrown back into the trenches. Their 
reserves were scattered by shrapnel. 
“From November 21 to November 
23, the enemy violently bombarded 
the fort, and in spite of great losses, 
effected by their perseverance a pas- 
sage between two forts on the north- 
eastern front. 
“At 5:30 o'clock in the evening of 
November 23, after heavy firing, the 
Japanese suddenly hurled themeelves 
against several works on this front, 
and seized a portion of the trenches, 
but they were thrown back by the re- 
serves after a flerce bayonet struggle. 
“They returned to the assault at 
midnight, and again occupied a part 
of the trenches, but were annihilated 
by our bayonets. At 2 o'clock in the 
morning all was over, and Your 
Majesty's heroic troops were able to 
rest, and started repairing the damage 
caused by the bombardment. 
“From the twentieth to the twenty- 
fourth, the Japanese lost more than 
two thousand men. All of our troops 
behaved as heroes. The following es- 
pecialy distinguished themselves: 
Gens. Kongdratenko, Nitikin (com- 
mander ofthe artillery) and Gorbatow- 
sky, and Lieut.-Col. Naoumenko. (A 
dozen other officers in lower grades 
are mentioned in the dispatch.) 
“Bombardment of the town and 
harbor continues dafly. A number of 
buildings have been destroyed, and 
the harbor has sustained some dam- 
age. The garrison are in excellent 
spirits.” 

THE BLOODIEST DAYS. 
In other dispatches dated November 
28, Gen. Stoessel says: 
“The twenty-sixth and twenty- 
seventh were the bloodiest days in 
the assaults on Port Arthur. The at- 
tacks began on the night of the twen- 
ty-fifth against our left flank, near 
Pigeon Bay. The first was repulsed 
with great loss to the Japanese. The 
same night, the enemy atacked a de- 
tachment on Panlung Mountain, but 
were repulsed, as also was their at- 
tack on Visokaia (Two Hundred and 
Three Meter Hill.) 
“On the twenty-sixth, the Japanese 
began to bombard and attack flercely 
the forts on the north front and ad- 
vanced trenches. The trenches re- 
peatedly changed hands. WNeverthe- 
less, on the night of the twenty-sixth 
we threw back the Japanese at the

A further dispatch from Gen. Stoes- 
scl, dated November 30, said:| “Since 
November 27, the Japancse have been 
carrying on a violent bombardment 
and making incessant assdults in con- 
siderable force against Visokaia (Two 
Hundred and Three Meter Hill.) Their 
assaults were repulsed.” 

December 12 (December 2) Gen. 
Stoessel reports as follows: 


“The twelve-days assault which 
commenced’ on November 20 was 
definitely repulsed last night. I am 


happy to say that Your Majesty's 
heroic troops alone could have been 
capable of doing this. There has 
never been such a flerce assault. The 
following contributed principally to its 
repulse: Gens. Kongdratenko, Nitikin 
and Gorbatowsky and Cols. Irrmann 
and Eretiakoff, and Lieut.-Cols. Naou- 
menko and Gandourine. It is, thanks 
to them and the heroic officers and 
naval sharpshooters and the artillery- 
men,. that Port Arthur succeeded 
again in resisting. The Japanese, ac- 
cording to the prisoners and Chinese, 
lost at least 20,000 men. 

“We request your prayers and those 
of the mother Empress, which are 
manifestly shielding us. ; 

“As general aide-decamp to Your 
Majesty, [ have expressed Your 
Majesty's thanks to the garrison.” 

December 5, Gen. Stoesse!l reports: 

“At 7 o'clock a.m., the Japanese 
having concentrated all their forces 
began an assault at Visokaia Hill, 
bombarding it simultaneously with 11- 
inch and 16-inch shells. Toward even- 
ing the Japanese suceeded in obtain- 
ing possession of the crest of the hill, 
and immediately got two machine 
guns into position thereon. 


“Among the wounded are Gen. 
Tseerpinsky and Lieut.Col. Boutons- 
soff of the frontier guards. Col. Irr- 


mann performed prodigies of valor.” 
Gen. Stoessel’s last dispatch is 
dated December 10, and says: “Since 
the capture of Visokaia Hill, our ships 
In the harbor Save been suffering 
from ll-inch Japanese shelis.

POLICE 
END OUTBREAK. 


M OSCOW, Dec. 18—{By Atlantic 

Cable.] This city was the scene 

of a revolutionary movement to- 
day. Probably 5000 persons actually 
participated. Fortunately the agita- 
tors did not succeed in drawing the 
workingmen from the districts, and 
efter funy’ collisions, the police fir- 
ing blank volleys and charging with 
their sabers, the crowds finally were 
dispersed. Many were wounded and 
more were arrested, As far as knowp 
none of the rioters was killed. One 
policeman is reported fatally injured. 
Many on both sides were roughly han- 
died. 

The authorities knew in advance 
that trouble was impenuing, and many 
houses along the Tverskaia street 
were specially guarded. Several squad- 
rons of mounted gendarmes were con- 
cealed in the courtyards of houses 
ready for an emergency. The crowds 
began to collect at midday in the 
Tverskaia street, students, young men 
and women mixing with the general 
public. The thoroughfare was soon 
congested with a mass of humanity 
which converged on Strastnia square. 
There three thousand persons assem- 
bled, many armed with clubs and car- 
rying flags. The crowd, singing, moved 
toward the palace of Grand Duke Ser- 
gius, the vernor-General of Mos- 


cow. 

The police attempted to block the 
street, whereupon the trouble began in 
earnest, The crowd broke through the 
cordon, and. one policeman was 
knocked down, and, it is thought, fa- 
telly hurt. Battalions of police were 
brought up at double-quick to rein- 
force their comrades. Sticks and 
stones were freely used by the moo, 
and the police fired several blank -col- 
leys, while mounted men chargd,., us- 
ing the flat of their swords. The mob 
fought stubbornly, but finally broke 
and sought shelter in the side streets. 

Many of the demonstrators paraded 
in side streets, waving flags and sing- 
ing. A crowd of 500 collected in front 
ot the theater, where revolutionary 
flags were hoisted amid shouts of 
“Long live freedom.” The police were 
not prepared at this point, and the 
crowd, gathering in volume, moved

At the Third-street establishment the 
men encountered difficulties enough to 
turn back any but the most deter- 
mined characters. 

PERSISTENT RASCALS. | 

The proprietors have built an addi- 
tion to the rear of the building about 
twenty feet long and twelve feet wide. 
Opening into this part of the building 
is a large door with very heavy plate- 
glass panels. One of these was brok- 
et: completely out. Inside the room the 
men were confronted with a solid par- 
tition over ten feet high and extend- 
ing to within three feet of the cell- 
Ing. The outér part of the room 
is used by the boys of the business 
college for storing their wheels. Racks 
are placed along the wal! for this pur- 
puse. One of these was torn loose 
and with it for a ladder the top-of 
the partition was reached. To the 
floor was a drop of about seven feet 
onto a power grindstone. Without a 
confederate it would have been impos- 
sible to get back over the partition. 

From the grinding room into the 
laboratory leads another door and 
the transom was smashed to smith- 
ereens. The fragments of glass fell 
over ten feet. Undaunted the men 
pressed on, crawled through a mov- 
able window about two and one-half 
feet square and were in the main room. 
Had they been detected escape would 
have been impossible, for it would 
have taken at least fifteen minutes to 
retrace their steps. 

Getting the swag was short work, 
for it was in a small drawer with no 
lock worth the name. The smal] safe 
Standing within ten feet of the cash 
drawer and containing several] hundred 
dollars was unmolest 

To reach the rear of the Third- 
street building was easy enough, for 
there is an alley Jjeading directly to 
li. There is no such approach to the 
Main-street store and irchner be- 
lieves that the thieves came from 
some of the lodging-houses fronting on 
East First street. 

FAMILIAR WITH THE STORE. 

In the rear of these tenements and 
running parallel with the block in 
which the Steinen-Kirchner shop is lo- 
cated is a long, low shed. The men 
evidentiy climbed upon this and 
walked along until nearly opposite the 
rear door, where they could easily 
descend by means of an enormous 
abandoned sign which leans against 
the shed. To reach the door then their 
only obstacle was a six-foot fences 
footmarks where they vaulted 
this can be plainly seen. 

Once at the door the fact that they 
were perfectly familiar with the store 
was apparent, 

They made only one slip in their cal- 

culations. They first tried to bore a 
hole in one of the panels, but struck 
iron sheeting on the inside. Then they 
bored three holes in the edge of the 
door and three more holes in the cas- 
ing beside these. After a little cutting 
with a knife they were able to insert 
a saw with which the crossbar was 
cut. 
This work admitted them into the 
storeroom,. The same method permitted 
them to unlatch the door into the main 
store. The instrument used was a 
one-inch augur and the holes were all 
bered exactly to the spot necessary to 
accomplish the purpose. 


BAPTIST EDITOR DIES. 


Passing of Rev. Luther S. Trowbridge 
of Detroit—Leader in His 
Denomination 
Rev. Luther H. Trowbridge of De- 
troit, Mich., died in his apartments 
at the Minnewaska Hotel in this city 
yesterday morning. He was editor of 
the Christian Herald of Detroit, and 
was one of the best k..own Baptist 
editors in the United States, Dr. 
Trowbridge was born in New York in 
1833, removed te Ohio with bis parents 

in Maumee College, late a 

a favorite teacher, Prof. Page, to a 
amazoo College, Michigan, where he 
was graduated in the classical course 
in 1860. He took up the study of the- 
ology and was ordained to the Baptist 
ministry in 1861, becoming the first 
pastor of the newly-organized church 
at Three Rivers, Mich. Here he ere.t- 
ed a new church edifice and increased 
the metnbership oc the church from 30 
to 400. He resigned this pastorate in 
1869 to accept the financial secretary- 
ship of the Kalamazoo College, his 
al mater. 

the educational! interests of the 
collere he established the Christian 
Herald in 1870, which became the offi- 
cial organ of the Bap‘ist denomination 
in that State. He conducted this 
journal as editor and proprietor for 
over thirty-two years—from 1870 to 


1902. 

Declining health made it necessary 
for him to retire from business, and 
he sold the Herald in March, 1902.

beaten. 

Witnesses state that the girl was as- 
sauited by her father, a heavy-set 
German named Zatel Fond, and her 
step-mother who struck her across the 
stomach with a heavy chair. The ef- 
fect of this biew has proven seri- 
ous. 

Fond was arrested at his home early 
‘yesterday morning and ts held in jail 
pending the result of his daughter's 
injuries. Patrolmen Carroll and Wil- 
letts who investigated the case, say 
that they will ewear to a warrant to- 
day charging Mre. Fend with assault, 
and she will also be arrested. 

The fight took place at Fond’s home, 
No. 537 Du n street, and seems 
to have been the culmination of a feud 
engendered when Bettie Fond married 
the man of her choice, against her 
parent's wishes. Since that time Fond 
is said to have treated his da ter 
roughly and to have threaten her 
husband on several occasions, 

Several days aco Jacobs and hia wife 


decided to move to San Francisco and. 


they were to e started yesterday. 
After packing up their household goods 
Mre. Jacobs told her husband that she 
wanted to call on her father and step- 
mother and bid them bood-by, and 
though relations between the two fam- 
ilies had been strained almost to the 
breaking point, a visit to the Fond 
heme was planned for Saturday night. 
All went well at first, but when the 
time for leave-taking came an argu- 
ment about the daughter's marriage 
was started. One word led to another, 
until finally Fond worked Gimself into 
rage. 

A general row was precipitated in 
which Fond, his wife, daughter, son- 
in-law and two relatives became. ine 
volved. Mrs. Jacobs seemed to have 
been the object of attack but Fond was 
restrained by a brother. Then Mrs. 
Fond entered the arena and wielded 
the chair. Patrolmen Carroll and Wil- 
letts heard the noise, stopped the row 
and sent Fond to jail. 

Mrs. Jacobs was removed to her home 
where the household were un- 
packed while the San Francisco trip 
was delayed. Yesterday her cond?- 
tion became alarming and it was feared 
that she might die. Dr. BE. A. Hay was 
called and found the woman suffering 
from shock which In her delicate con- 
dition might prove fatal at any mo- 
ment. Laat night, however, Mrs. Ja- 
cob’s condition had considerably im- 
proved. 

STATEMENT OF JACOBS. 

. §. Jacobs, the husband of the injured 
woman, is very bitter in his version wf 
the row, and if his story ts correct, 
Fond, his wife and two thers will 
have serious charges to face. Jacbbs 
says the father knocked his wife down 
and threw her heavily on the bed while 
Mre. Fond beat her with a chair. He 
tried to interfere but was held by 
Fond’s two brothers and forced to wit- 
ness the brutal assault on his wife. A 
discussion of Fond’s act in taking his 
eleven-year-old son from a shop where 
he was learning a trade and 

him on the street to sell papers was 
in part responsible for the row. Mra. 
Jacobs condemned her father’s action 
as the boy had formed bad associates 
and was sent to the Detention Home 
last Friday. Jacobs says his wife’ is 
in a dying condition and he en 
verv little hope for her recovery. |.

[Baltimore American:] George, Prince 
of Wales, enjoys the distinction of be- 
ing the first scion of royalty to insure 
bis possessions againet burglary and 
has taken out policies for a very large 
amount, which have been divided up 
among several English and a couple of 
American burglary insurance compa- 
nies. It is sald that he deprecates the 
idea of this action on his part being 
made known in the United Kingdom, 
on the ground, possibly, that it consti- 
tutes a reflection on the honesty of, at 
any rate, some of his future subjects; 
but I suppose that there is no objec- 
tion to the matter being made public 
here. There will be many who will 
feel surprised that a 
importance as the heir to the throne of 
the vast British empire should have 
considered it necessary to insure his 
treasures against burglars, since one 
would naturally imagine that if there 
are any people. whose homes and pos- 
sessions would be well protected it 
would be persons of the rank of the 
Prince of Wales. whose residences are 
guarded not merely by uniformed po- 
lice and by the cleverest detectives of 
Scotland Yard, but also by cordons of 
military sentinels, yet experience has 
shown in the past that royal palaces 
are just as much liable to be visited by 
burglars as the houses of less exalted 
individuals. and the Brussels palace of 
the Count of Flanders, only brother of 
King Leopold, was burglarized twice 
within a period of twelve months, the 
robbers on the drst occasion carrying 
off most of the jewels of the Countess 
of Flanders, while the second time 
they looted a quantity of the silver. 
The property was never recovered, 
and no clew was obtained to the rob- 
bers, who managed to get away with 
the plunder without being seen by the 
sentinels on duty uor yet the police. 
Some of the Dutch crown jewels and 
plate were likewise stolen from The 
Hague a number of years ago and sub- 
sequently recovered in this country. 
And there are many Other instances 
that could be cited of big thefts and 
bona fide burglaries which have been 
perpetrated at the expense of European 
sovereigns and princes of the blood.
